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I. REAL PARTY IN INTEREST 

The real party in interest is Ophidian Pharmaceuticals, Inc., 2800 South Fish 
Hatchery Road, Madison, WI 5371 1 . 

II. RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 

There are no related applications pending appeal. 

III. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1,3-13 and 15-21 are rejected and are currently appealed. Claims 2 and 
14 have been canceled. 

IV. STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 

All amendments in the case have been entered. 

V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The first independent claim (Claim 1) recites a method for administering an 
antibody reactive with Clostridium perfringens (pg 6 In 19), comprising providing a 
subject (pg 5 In 27), and an orally administrable solution (pg 5 In 26-27) comprising 
avian antibody reactive with Clostridium perfringens, and orally administering said 
solution to said subject (pg 5 In 28). Dependent Claim 3 recites that said solution is in 
the form of a nutritional formula (pg 6, In 22). Dependent Claim 4 recites that said 
nutritional formula comprises infant formula (pg 6, In 22). Dependent Claim 5, recited 
that said subject is an animal (pg 5 In 22). Dependent Claim 6 recites that said 
administering is prophylactic (pg 5 In 30). Dependent Claim 7 recites that said 
administering is therapeutic (pg 5 In 26). 

The second independent claim (Claim 8) recites a method for administering an 
antibody reactive with Clostridium perfringens (pg 6 In 19), consisting essentially of 
providing a subject (pg 5 In 27), and an orally administrable solution (pg 5 In 26-27) 
comprising avian antibody reactive with Clostridium perfringens, and orally 
administering said solution to said subject (pg 5 In 28). Dependent Claim 9 recites 
wherein said solution is in the form of a nutritional formula (pg 6 In 22). Dependent 
Claim 10 recites wherein said nutritional formula comprises infant formula (pg 6 In 22).
